deadly poison 
known to 
modern scion« e, is believed by Dr. Jo­ 
seph Springer, formerly coroner’s phy­ 
sician, to have caused 
the death oi 
Johann Hoch’s wives. 
Dr. Springer is convinced the fatal 
drug was probably 
administered by 
means 
of engagement

rings. 
‘‘By turning the inner edge of the 
ring, said Dr. Springer, “or making it 
rough or sharp in any manner, apply­ 
ing th© curare on the rough edge and 
then slipping the ring on the finger so 
as to cause the slightest abrasion of 
the skin, death would follow. 
“It would only be necessary for the 
slightest quantity of the 
poison to 
reach the blood. 
One sixteenth of a 
grain of curare is fatal.”

attitude. 
They probably will concede 
a nine-hour day, which will satisfy the 
employes pending general legislation 
on the m atter of an 
eight-hour day, 
which will bo binding upon employers 
throughout Russia. 
At present six government factories 
and thirty private establishm ents are 
working fifty-seven hours or less week­ 
ly and twenty-eight large enterprises 
more 
than 
fifty-seven 
hours. 
The 
question 
of allowance 
for time 
on 
strike is not easy of settlement. Some 
works, including the American West- 
lnghouse 
company, have 
voluntarily 
paid their men

they did not work, but several large 
establishments, including the St. Pe­ 
tersburg car factory and the Putiloff 
iron works, refused to do so, claiming 
that it would swallow up the most of 
their 
yearly 
profits. 
The 
Putiloff 
works, where the strike originated and 
was of double duration, would be es­ 
pecially hard hit, as 
the strike pay 
roll would am ount to $130,000. 
The St. Petersburg 
car factory al­ 
ready lias paid three days but is un­ 
willing to concede more. 
Governor General Trepoff does not 
wish to interfere, this question being 
a purely economic one, but he has in­ 
timated to the masters 
that it is de­ 
sirable that they should reach a set­ 
tlement with their men. 
It is hoped, 
in view of the conciliatory attitude of 
the m asters and the apparent readi­ 
ness of the men to listen to argument, 
that another crisis will be avoided. 
The interrogation of Maxim Gorky 
by the police prosecutor was begun

deadly poison 
known to

sician, lo have caused 
the death of 
Johann Hoch’s wives. 
Dr. Springer is convinced the fatal 
drug was probably 
administered by 
means 
of engagement 
or 
wedding 
rings. 
“By turning the inner edge of the 
ring, said Dr. Springer, “or making it 
rough or sharp in any manner, apply­ 
ing the curare on the rough edge and 
then slipping the ring on the finger so 
as to cause the slightest abrasion of 
the skin, death would follow'. 
“It would only be necessary for the 
slightest quantity of the 
poison to 
reach the blood. 
One sixteenth of a 
grain of curare is fatal.”

men working in other portions of the 
mine some distance from the scene of 
the explosion, were knocked down by 
the concussion. 
The cause of the dis­ 
aster is shrouded in m ystery and may 
never be discovered, 
as William Pol- 
litt, Jr., the man who was in charge 
of the powder, was blown into thou­ 
sands of pieces, no tangibble trace of 
him having been found 
up to a late 
hour. 
The known dead: 
William Pollitt, 
Jr., single, aged twenty-five, blown to 
atom s; Mathew Kaskala, miner, blown 
to pieces; Peter Kttlpa, trammer, suf­ 
focated, 
aged 
thirty-five, 
married, 
leaves a wife and three children. 
The

seriously injured 
are:

As soon as the explosion occurred 
the mining officials organized a rescue 
party who penetrated the scene of the 
catastrophe by descending into No. 1 
shaft and crossing over on one of the 
lower levels.

Believed to Have Been Discovered in 


Paris. 


Washington,

9.—Ambassador 
Porter has some reason to believe that 
he at last has discovered the remains 
of John Paul Jones. 
Ever since he lias 
been in P aris Mr. Porter, ably second­ 
ed by A rthur Bailly-Blanchard, secre­ 
tary of embassy, 
lias been following 
every clue that has fallen in his way in 
the eft >rt to locate the remains of this 
peerless American sailor. 
About four 
years ago one of the strongest of these 
clues led to complete discouragement. 
It indicated that the remains of John 
Paul Jones, 
who died in 
Paris, had 
been interred in a small urban ceme­ 
tery, but a search for this cemetery 
disclosed 
the fact that 
it had been 
abandoned early in the 
last century 
and 
that its site 
was covered 
with 
buildings, leaving little hope that any 
remains 
of corpses 
interred 
there 
could be found. 
These facts were re­ 
ported to the state department at the 
time and there Uie m atter has rested 
mi t i I recently. 
Not lopy kgo, however, Mr. Porter 
came into possession 
of some addi­ 
tional information 
which warranted 
the hope 
that, the sailor’s 
skeleton 
now reposes beneath the foundations 
or within the cellar of sonic of the di­ 
lapidated old tints which stand on the 
ground once 
occupied by the 
ceme­ 
tery. 
If these clues are to be followed 
it will be necessary to raze anywhere 
from four 
to a dozen 
buildings; the 
coffin may be found at the first exca­ 
vation or it may be necessary to turn 
over 
the whole site 
of the 
ancient, 
cemetery. 
Jones was buried in a lead 
coffin, a very 
unusual thing 
at that 
time, and 
it is thought his

creed, not only are they resisting the 
head of the R ussian governm ent, but 
they are taking up arm s a g ain st the 
representative of God on earth, for 
which they shall suffer dire and eternal 
punishm ent. 
F ath er Smith secured the copy of the 
catechism from a 
Po lish priest who 
had escaped from Siberia, and F a th e r 
Smith was enjoined to tho strictest se­ 
crecy as to the source of Ids inform a­ 
tion, the priest fearing the vengeance 
of the Russian governm ent upon his 
relatives in Poland. 
M'he first question In the catechism 
asks in w hat light the authority of the 
czar is to be considered w ith reference 
to the spirit of Christianity. 
T he an ­ 
sw er is as follows: 
An proceeding direct from God. 
The second 
question 
and 
answ er, 
which hear upon the Drat, are: 
H ow is this proved by the n a tu r e of 
things? 
It Is th*? will of God th a t m en live in 
society; hence tho vario us relatio n s th a t 
co n stitu te society, which for its b e tte r se­ 
curity is divided into p a rts called nations. 
The g o v ern m e n t of these is in tru ste d to a 
prince, 
king 
or em peror, 
or, 
in 
o th er 
words, to a su p rem e ruler. W e see. then, 
th a t as m an ex ists in con form ity to the 
will of God society em a n a te s fro m tho 
divine will, and m ore especially th e s u ­ 
prem e pow er and au th o rity of o u r lord 
and m aster, th e czar. 
Tile fram ers of the catechism seem to 
have had in mind the prevention of 


b o uk* such uprising as th a t now in 
progress in St. Petersburg w hen they 
wrote these passages for the youth of 
the nation to learn;

Docs religion, then, forbid us to rebel 
and o v erth ro w th e g o v ern m en t of the e m ­ 
peror? 
W e a re interdicted from doing so a t all 
tim* s and u n d er all c ircu m stan ces. 
The absolute subservience expected 
of his subjects by the czar is show n in 
the answ er to a question as to w h ether 
or not th e service of the em peror is 
obligatory. 
M'he answ er it: 
A bsolutely so. W e should, if required, 
sacrifice ourselves in com pliance w ith his 
will, both In a civil and m ilitary capacity , 
an i in w h a te v e r m a n n e r he d eem s e x ­ 
pedient. 
The supposed divine n atu re of the 
czar is em phasized in the an sw er to a 
question concerning the “supernatural 
revealed m otives” for the w orship of 
the emperor.

H ow Muscovite Children Are 
Taught to Revere Their Ruler.

The Rev. J. Stewart Smith, pastor of 
St. Mary’s Episcopal church in Kansas 
City, Mo., has a copy of the catechism 
taught In all the schools of Russia and 
Poland, and after reading w hat the 
czar's subjects learn as children their 
temerity In rebelling against Nicholas 
may be the better understood, says the 
Kansas City Times. 
According to this 
creed, not only are they resisting the 
head of the Russian government, but 
they are taking up arms against the 
representative of God on earth, for 
which they shall suffer dire and eternal 
punishment. 
Father Smith secured the copy of the 
catechism from a Polish priest who 
had escaped from Siberia, and Father 
Smith was enjoined to the strictest se­ 
crecy as to the source of his informa­ 
tion, the priest fearing the vengeance 
of the Russian government upon his 
relatives In Poland. 
The lirst question In the catechism 
asks in w hat light the authority of the 
czar is to be considered with reference 
to the spirit of Christianity. 
The an­ 
swer is as follows: 
An proceeding direct from God. 
The second question and answer, 
which bear upon the lirst, are: 
How is tliis proved by the nature of 
things? 
It Is the will of God that men live In 
society; hence the various relations that 
constitute society, which for its better se ­ 
curity Is divided Into parts called nations. 
The governm ent of these Is intrusted to a 
prince, 
king or emperor, 
or, 
In 
other 
words, to a supreme ruler. 
W e see, then, 
that as man exists in conform ity to the 
will of God society em anates from the 
divine will, and more «'Specially the su ­ 
preme power and authority of our lord 
and master. th«; czar. 
The framers of the catechism seem to 
have had iu mind the prevention of 
sorn** svicfi uprising as that now In 
progress in St. Petersburg when they 
wrote these passages for the youth of 
the nation to learn: 
How nr** irreverence and Infidelity to 
the emperor to be considered In reference 
to God ? 
As 
the 
most 
heinous sin, 
the 
most 
frightful criminality. 
Does religion, then, forbid us to rebel 
and overthrow the government of the em ­ 
peror? 
We are interdicted from doing so at all 
tim« s and under all circum stances. 
Th<* absoluto subservience expected 
of his subjects by tlie czar is shown in 
the answer to a question as to whether 
or not the service of the emperor is 
obligatory. 
The answer it: 
Absolutely so. Wo should. If required, 
sacrifice ourselves in compliance with his 
will, lo th In a civil and military capacity, 
and In whatever manner he deem s ex- 
ptdl«>nt. 
The supposed divine nature of the 
czar is emphasized in the answer to a 
question concerning the “supernatural 
revealed motives” for the worship of 
the emperor. The answer to the ques­ 
tion is: 
The super natural revealed m otives nre 
that tho emperor Is the vicegerent and 
minister of God, to execute the divine 
commands; and, consequently, disobedi­ 
ence to the emperor is disobedience to 
God himself: that God will reward us 
In tin- world to come for the worship and 
obedience 
we render the emperor and 
punish us severely to all eternity should 
wo disobey and neglect to worship him. 
Moreover, God commands us to love and 
obey from 
the Inmost recesses of the 
heart every authority, and particularly 
the emperor, not from worldly considera­ 
tions, but from apprehension of the llnal 
Judgment. 
The final paragraph of the catechism 
reads: 
Such Is the doctrine of the church, con­ 
firmed by 
practice, as to the worship 
and fidelity due to the omnipotent em ­ 
peror of Russia, the minister and vicege­ 
rent ©f God.

life. 
Isn’t it a strange thing that sup­ 
posedly Christian men will to declare 
dividends neglect to supply their men 
with safety appliances and allow the 
sacrifice of life through the working 
of children in the factories?

St. Louis, Feb. 9.—John J. Ryan, who 
was indicted on the charge of having 
embezzled $900,000 in a “get-rich-

William Jennings Bryan, who recent- ¡ 
ly addressed tlx* Alumni association of 
Syracuse university at New York on 
“The Appeal of Democracy to the Cul­ 
tured (.'lasses,” said in part: 
“I have lost no opportunity in recent 
years to make the acquaintance of the 
people of the east. Something I said 
in 1MÍMJ was taken not as I Intended it. 
I said something about the ‘enemy’s 
country.* After looking at tlie results 
of two elections, that was true in a 
sense. But I did not mean it in the 
way it was Interpreted. 
“I am not embarrassed in so far us 
Syracuse is denominational in its lean­ 
ings, because my mother was a Metho­ 
dist and became a Baptist to please my 
father. My wife was a Methodist and 
became a Presbyterian to please me. 
As my father took one and I took an­ 
other from the Methodist church, I 
have made up for it by attending a 
Methodist church near my farm for two 
years. 
“I have always liked the friendliness 
of the Methodist church, and there is a 
doctrine in the Presbyterian church 
that I do not like, and that is the one 
of election. I have had a good deal of 
trouble about that, both religiously and 
otherwise. 
“But I have seen a light through the 
controversy of a southern Presbyterian 
and Methodist, both colored parsons. 
The Presbyterian explained it to my 
satisfaction, saying that there was vot­ 
ing going on all the time. The Lord 
was voting one way and the devil an­ 
other, and whichever way the individ­ 
ual voted tlx* election went. 
“The pleasure I have In meeting you 
is that I bear a message to you. ‘De­ 
mocracy’s Appeal to Culture* is my 
theme. I do not speak in a partisan 
sense. 
“I would speak to you of culture oil 
behalf of the people at work—the com­ 
mon people, if you will. That is not 
a term of reproach. The uncommon 
people are not so Important as they 
think they are. The common people 
produce the national wealth. 
“Real culture is not alone refine­ 
ment of taste and intellectual attain­ 
ment and capacity. The right sort of 
culture is an enlargement of the ca­ 
pacity for service and the willingness 
to improve the opportunities culture 
gives. The cultured people have not 
been living up to their responsibility 
and opportunities. 
“The scholar docs not do his duty to 
the people <>f today, and he has not 
done it in the past. Democracy, the 
spirit of the republic, appeals to cul­ 
ture for justice, truthfulness and serv­ 
ice. We do not see so much of the 
brutal sins of tho past, like assault 
and battery and highway robbery, but 
there are modern sins. 
“Food is adulterated, endangering 
life. Isn’t it a strange thing that sup­ 
posedly Christian men will to declare 
dividends neglect to supply their men 
with safety appliances and allow the 
sacrifice of life through the working 
of children in the factories? 
"There are enormous wrongs in 
methods that are sometimes considered 
respectable. Look at the great swin­ 
dling operations in your city banks. 
There are cases of bank burglary by 
officials far worse than those for which 
men serve terms in Sing Ring. People 
trust the great names of finance and 
are robbed by fraudulent fluctuations 
caused by watered stock. 
“It is too true that the cultured as- 
Pimi** themselves to ho superior to their 
brothers and begrudge small advan­ 
tages to even the loss cultured. The 
greatest indictment against the cul­ 
tured is not that they (lo wrong open 
ly or willfully, but because they stand 
Idle in tlx* vineyard and do not use 
their powers for helpful service. The 
trouble is that the colleges do too 
much to educate the mind and not the 
heart. 
“1 have never intentionally said any­ 
thing that could be construed as array­ 
ing class against class. I do not be­ 
lieve that there are two classes in 
heaven, and so why can’t the two 
classes get together hero on earth? 
“The scholar must he something 
more than a simple mental machine. 
The humblest human being is greater 
than the greatest statue. I nm not a 
pessimist and see today better tilings 
and better times coining. 
“The tide toward the great assocla- 
tions of wealth Is turning, and the 
light of a better dny is dawning. Here, 
there and everywhere there is an awak­ 
ening of tlx* civic conscience.” 
Tli** Vtitlnni|MitutInn Jit}»#. 
During the present war the Japanese 
have follow<*d the new rule generally 
of not amputating shattered limbs on 
the fields of battle, but of putting a 
plaster of purls dressing on them, says 
tlx* London <!lol>«*. So far out of <100 
wounded Russians only on«* arm has 
been amputated, and In that ease the 
arm had to lie removed in consequence 
of trouble supervening. In all cases 
the bones have healed well. It is clear 
that the gunshot wounds from the mod­ 
ern Infantry rill*» are loss dangerous 
to life than they were in former days. 
Wound* received in the lungs or atom 
aeh heal often without any surgical 
treatment or operation. All pieces of 
shot or garments taken from wounded 
men are sent to Tokyo, where they 
are being preserved. 


St. Paul, Feb. 9.—Standard Oil in­ 
terests are likely to be on the spit, If 
a resolution, offered by J. L. Oleson of 
Chisago county in the house Wednes­ 
day, prevails. 
Representative Oleson has a strong 
opinion that the present oil inspection 
laws are obsolete, and he wants a com­ 
mittee named to make an investiga­ 
tion.

TI. F. No. Ill, bv Larson, giving 
counties the right of eminent domain, 
was passed under a suspension of the 
rules. 
H. F. No. 221, introduced by Mr. 
Hammergren, St. Paul, provides for 
the appointment of a county expert 
printer in counties having population 
of 75,000 or more. Referred to Ram- 
:«ey, Hennepin and St. Louis delega­ 
tion.The curtailment of the use and sale 
of cocaine and preparations containing 
that deadly drug is attempted in a bill 
introduced in the house by W. A. An­ 
derson. Winona. Under this bill the 
drug can only he sold on a prescrip­ 
tion. issued by a duly licensed physi­ 
cian, and then only once on the same 
prescription. A record of the amount 
sold, to whom sold, and other particu­ 
lars, must he kept and this to be open 
for inspec tion by the authorities at all 
Limes.

S O M E F E E L I N G E N G E N D E R E D . 


By Senator Thorpe’s W h e a t Drawback 
Resolution in the Senate. 
Some feeling was engendered on 
Wednesday in the senate when Sena­ 
tor Thorpe called up his resolution, 
which protests against the giving of 
drawbacks on mixed Canadian and 
American flour and asked that it be 
discussed as the order of business. 
Senator Calhoun of Minneapolis 
moved a reference to the committee 
on warehouse and grain. He stated 
that he did not have an opportunity to 
study the question involved and a 
hearing before the committee would 
give all interested an opportunity for 
free discussion. 
Mr. Thorpe had no desire to show 
undue haste, but the resolution had al­ 
ready laid over several days and its 
significance and meaning were well 
understood. He protested against any 
reference. The resolution should be 
discussed in the open senate. Minne­ 
apolis was not the entire state of Min­ 
nesota and the legislature must reckon 
with the farmers, who were being dis­ 
criminated against if this law passed. 
Senators Calhoun and Wilson dis 
cussed the matter with Mr. Thorpe, 
and the upshot of the discussion was 
tho withdrawal of opposition to refer­ 
ence by the author of the resolution, 
which went to the committee on grain 
and warehouse. 
The bill providing for the acquire­ 
ment of suitable land and the building 
of new structures for the prison at 
Stillwater was passed; also H. F. No. 
111, which provides means by which 
tit 1«* to lands for courthouse purposes 
may be obtained hv counties.

in Bridgeport, Conn., and the editor « ¡ 
Sim. (Light), a prominent Russian pa, e: 
i)i the United Ktuics, who recently i<‘ 
turned from a three months’ visit ta 
Russia, spoke us follows on the dis­ 
turbances there, says the New York 
Tribune: 
“The people of Russia, the peasant 
class, do not want a-revolution or a 
constitution. They do not know tlx* 
meaning of revolution or constitution. 
“Let me explain, ho far as 1 am able, 
tlx* situation relative to the working 
classes. The country districts about Ft. 
Petersburg in fact, about any large 
city are very densely populated. There 
is little land to work as it is, and what 
soil has been worked is worked out. 
The people are unable to make a living 
and consequently flock in great num­ 
bers to the cities. Here they are will­ 
ing to work for almost nothing, for 
enough to eat. But with this great in­ 
flux of labor come distressing condi­ 
tions. There is very little work, and 
there are a great many hands to do it. 
The employers therefore are able to 
hire labor very cheaply, and at the 
same time this leaves a great many 
men without work. The supply far ex­ 
ceeds the dei#and. Of course there is 
a great clamoring for work and for 
higher wages and shorter hours, simi­ 
lar to the demand in America. It is 
my linn belief that this priest, Gopon, 
as he calls himself, and his lieutenants 
have willfully brought these people to 
believe that the petition they <lrewr up 
was along these lines, whereas they 
took advantage to institute in it their 
own revolutionary ideas and have made 
tho people unwilling aids and puppets, 
unbeknown to themselves. 
“I do not believe that tlx*s«* disturb­ 
ances will have any effect toward (‘tid­ 
ing the war with Japan. I am well 
satisfied that the soldiers will blame 
tlio people for this trouble. They real­ 
ize that force is necessary to subdue 
a lawless mob led by fanatical reform­ 
ers. in fact, the army has known of 
the disturbances of the working people 
for some time, and they have had no 
effect. There is no talk among the sol­ 
diers of revolution. 
I give you my 
word that the people, the masses of 
Russia, do not want revolution, they 
do not want a constitution, but they do 
want work, and where there is no work 
for them what is there to do? 
“I believe that this trouble lias been 
simmering along for some time under 
the utmost secrecy. These agitators 
have been misleading the mass of the 
people. They have given tlx* mob to 
understand that the demands upon the 
czar grew out of purely industrial rea­ 
sons, but they have also taken advan­ 
tage of the ignorance of the people and 
their inability to read or write to work 
on their own fanatical ideas of consti­ 
tutional rights and have led them on 
into a revolutionary action. I honestly 
believe that if the mass of that mob 
which engaged In the struggle last 
Sunday (Jan. 22) knew the real cause 
of tho shooting and the real purpose of 
the leaders in agitating them they 
would tear those leaders into pieces.”
